MONDAY 18 APRIL IS WORLD AMATEUR RADIO DAY 


The International Amateur Radio Union ([ARU) celebrates its 80th anniversary 
tomorrow 18 April which is the day on which the international charter was signed 
in Paris in 1925. 18 April has been dedicated as World Amateur Radio Day 
and is this year celebrated with the theme “Expanding the World of Wireless 
Communications.” 


IARU President, Larry Price said that Amateur Radio operators have been the 
leaders in developing many of today’s modern electronic and communications 
marvels. Today the citizens of Earth can think of “wireless” as being the ubiq- 
uitous cellular or portable phone because of the pioneering work in radio and 
associated technologies first explored by these amateurs. Many leading electrical 
engineers were able to draw from their practical experiences as Amateur Radio 
operators as they developed modern radio and television receivers and transmit- 
ters including two-way radios, adaptive antennas, and many other inventions 
that are today’s necessities. 


Today’s hams continue to explore new frontiers. Radio Amateurs are finding 
ways to use frequencies at the fringes of the radio spectrum while developing 
marriages of radio and the Internet, and experimenting with ultra-high speed 
digital communications. Ham Radio operators are “amateurs” only because 
they are unpaid volunteers; their skills and contributions to the world are of the 
highest order. 


In a media release issued today SARL President, Graham Hartlett, ZS6GJH, 
said that Amateur Radio has proved its value to countries and communities and 
is by many regarded as a national asset that needs to be protected and grown. 
While the main activity of Amateur Radio, or Hamradio as it is also referred to, 
is to promote research and development of radio and communication sciences, 
it has proved to be a valuable asset in disaster relief operation. 


“Amateur Radio is alive and well; and growing. We have turned our focus to 
bringing young people into the amateur service, as it is officially designated by 
the ITU, with the main objective of promoting interest in technology at a young 
age to encourage young people to take up electronics and communication as a 
career”, Hartlett said. “We are working closely with the Department of Com- 
munication to set up amateur radio communication training centres in various 
parts of South Africa to achieve this objective”. 


” With over 3 million radio amateurs in the world, it is significant to note that 
the major concentration of radio amateurs is in countries that have the most de- 
veloped electronics industry. We have a long way to go but with the President’s 
call to develop the Information and Communication Technology sector in South 
Africa, the South African Radio League will do its share” Graham Hartlett said. 


“We are proud members of the IARU and today we celebrate with them the 
World Amateur Radio Day”.

The Hornsby & Districts Amateur Radio Club and the Wahroonga Amateur 
Historical Radio Association, in Australia, will be operating a special event 
staion for International Marconi Day. 


Wahroonga was the location of the first contact between Britain and Australia - 
between Guglielmo Marconi in Carnarvon, Wales and Ernest Fisk at Wahroonga, 
New South Wales. 


The special station will be active using the callsign VK2IMD for the full 24 
hours from 00:00 UTC on 23rd April, on all bands from 80 to 10 metres as 
propagation permits. 


PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


Although propagation conditions were still weak during the past week, there 
were good conditions for DX. The 20 m band was fairly active on Thursday 
afternoon, even towARDS Japan. Good contacts were made to, the Seychelles. 
It can be ascribed to mildly stormy conditions. It was expected that these 
conditions would only prevail up to the 14th. The sunspot number reasonably 
constant during the past week. On Thursday it was 28,9 as against last Sunday’s 
32,5. Monitor the 20 m band regurarly, you will not be disappointed.
